The criticisms of the fire depart- 


ment, many of them unjust and unde- 
seryed, .'in connection with the Ecfc- 
er-t tire fast week have aroused a great 
deal of discasgion principally directed 
to the best wijFtb better the service. 
Many and various were the opinions 
expressed by the citizens on this ques- 
tion. In cruder ttiat the people might 
get the advantage of the opinions of 
those who are most deeply interested 
financially and otherwise in the ser- 
vice/the management of THI* 
concluded"to get short expressions! 
t rom as many leading citizens as could 
be found as to the best way to bet- 
ter the service. 


Those who were found expressed 


opinions which are somewhat repre- 
sentative of those of the great major- 
ity 6f the pesple. Briefly and substan- 
tially they are .as as follows: 


Chief W. E. Lynde said: "I do not 


see how any better service can be giv- 
en until a paid department is insti- 
tuted. A team of horses and two or 
three men could be kept and a" combi- 
nation wagon carrying 1500 feet of 
hose used then, whan a tire broke out 
it could be reached quickly and plen- 
ty of hose to work with could be had 
at once. It is no use talking of a beth 
ter volunteer service. The boys will 
always do the -best they can but they 
san't be expected to piactice where 
there is no pay."

J. M. Compton said: "We do not 


need an engine with such pressure as 
we have, but our present system could 
be made more efficient if it were bet- 
ter organized.

These livery men should 
b3 required to give bond that they 
would always get the carts to the fire. 
They should be paid a rent for keep- 
ing the carts and so "much ever,y time 
they take them to a tire."

Men are not in shape to fight 
fire after pulling-a cart to the, place.

Narrowly Misses Being Robbed

SIX HUNDRED DOLLARS CASH 


Left at Hi* Consist — Stranger Tries to 


Enter and Is Cba&ed and 


Captured. 


From a story published in the Ohio 


State Journal Senator Myers of ibis 
county probably had a-narrow escape 
from being robbed of his bard earned 
year's salary as statesman from sthis 
county. Only the nerve and quick 
wit of his cousin A. D. Myers, a Pan 
Handle conductor, saved the money it 
would appear. The occurence was 
while Mr. Myers was ID attendance on 
the legislative banquet in Columbus 
Saturday night. 
The story is as, 


follows: 


"Senator Myers, of Cosr"velun coun- 


ty, a cousin of A* A?. "Myers,' a Pan 
Handle-conductor, who resides at 159 
"North Seventeenth street, was in the 
city Saturday to attend the legisla- 
te banquet, and made his headquar- 
,ers with his cousin, taking supper 
there. He had with him $600, and 
tfrs. Myers fearing that he might be 
robbed, suggested that he leave it at 
the house, as he was to return and 
sleep there. He1 did~so,and the money 
was placed in a valise and locked in 
the room the senator was to occupy. 
When he left the house he was given 
a key so he could enter and retire 
without making it necessary for the 
family to get up and let him in. The 
conductor remained up until shortly 
after midnight, when he retired leav. 
ing the gas burning in the parlor for 
the benefit of the 'senator. 
Shortly 


after he had lain down tie heard foot- 
steps on the walk and remarked to his 
wife that the senator was returning. 


In a moment the noise of a key be- 


ing placed in the lock was beard, but 
the door did, not open. 
After listen- 


ing to several attempts, the conductor 
got up and in his airy" nUht attire 
went to the door, unlocked it and 
opened it for the senator to enter, but 
found a stranger itUp.rp. 
The f^LLo* 


jumped back and starf/ed to run and 
the conductor started after him. The 
chase extended for about three blocks, 
when Myers caught up with the fel- 
low and knocked him down! 
Mr. 


Myers then took him by the collar and 
led him back to the house. The fel- 
low was taken into a room where the 
conductor got his clothes and started 
to dress himself. 


Before he was dressed the stranger 


suddenly sprang up and ran out of the 
house, with Conductor Myers at his 
heels. The chase continuedforabout 
two blocks, when the man -was again 
knocked down, Conductor Myers sit- 
ting down on him this time. In a few 
moments Mrs. Myers arid a neighbor 
arrived,, bringing her husband's cloth- 
ing and he proceeded to dress himself 
in the stree 
Then he took the fel- 


low in charge and Jound Officer'Sp'obn 
to'whom he delivered his prisoner. 


At the city prison the man gave his 


name as Frank Brown. 
He said that 


he had been in the cast side ,'of the 
city and had been drinking and lost 
his bearings, not being able to tell in 
which way was High street. In his 
wanderings, he said, he saw the light 
in the house, which proved to be the 
Myers residence, and 
thought he 


would go in, and be told where to go. 
When the door opened and he saw 
Myers there he thought he would be 
shot and started to run. He said he 
lived in the city and is a linotype oper- 
ator for the American Press associa- 
tion.

MILE A MINUTE 


Bettered by Train Number Nineteen Smday 


in aRenurkable Run. 


Train 
number 19 which passes 


through Coshocton at 11:46 a. m. has 
done some rapid running in the past 
few weeks but on Sunday the great 
run was made when she started out of 
Pittsburg one hour and 26 minutes 
late and made up 46 minutes of this 
time before reaching Columbus.There 
were some remarkable buists of speed 
in this run which was made in four 
hours and 59 minutes. 


Tnii teen stops were made including 


a three minute stop in Dennison and 
a three minute stop in Trinway with 


slow order at Ilanover that consum- 


ed flve minutes of time. The train 
pulled into Coshocton at 3:25 p. rn.En- 
fineer Bell with the big G-4 mogul 
No. 11 hauled the train and Thomas 
Laughead was conductor. Between 
Dennison and Columbus 13 miles were 
made in 13 minutes and on one favor- 
able stretch of track six miles were 
made at the rate of 55 seconds to the 
mile. 
One mile was made in 48 sec- 


onds, a rate of 110 feel per second, one 
mile and a quarter per minute or 75 
miles per hour. 


NO MORE LETTERS 


To Be Received By Railroad Employee 


Mail For the Public. 


The PennsylvaniaKailway company 


has decided to have discontinued the 
practice of mailing letters for the 
public by its employes. 
At many 


stations along the lines merchants 
and others have been in the habit of 
leaving letters for mailing on the 
night trains, with employes of the 
company. 


A new order aims to stop this prac- 
tice: 
"To all Agents:- 


It appears to be the custom at 


many of our stations for agents and 
other 
employes to receive United' 


States mail, with stamps uncancelled, 
for mailing in postal cais and in some ' 
cases this has giown to such an ex-, 
tent as to be burdensome and possibly 
interferes some with the duties of the 
station force <tl their most busy time. 
This arrangement is not prohibited 
by the United Scatesgovernment, but 
prefer to have the practice discontin- 
ued. Upon receipt of this circular, 
you should therefore arrange to stop 
the practice at once.
